Washington, D. C. — The 
United 


States government has notified pri- 
late bankers that it would look with 
disfavor not merely on loans to for- 
eign governments which have failed 
to settle their war debts with Ameri- 
ca but on all loans to cities In those 
same countries or to industrial enter- 
prises owned or partially owned by 
federal governments. 


The embargo on loans, therefore, 


has been 
made complete. France, 


Italy, Greece, Jugo-Slavia and Rou- 
mama are the 
only 
countries 
left 


which have not yet agreed to settle 
war debts. 


In almost every case with the ejj- 


ception of France a commission is on 
its way to the United States or the 
minister here has been 
empowered 


to act. 


AWAIT ENVOY 


The case of France presents Inter- 


esting aspects. While the new min- 
istry has

about Its policy, considerable signifi- 
cance is attached to the change of 
ambassadors at "Washington. The re-

good investment always and their bor- 
rowings in the

ones will not go against the wish of 
the department of state.

the sin, disease, sorrow, poverty and 
death in the world is due to the er- 
ror, based upon the supposed reality 
of this delusion or mist, that God ei- 
ther sends or permits evil. But even 
a human parent would not permit his 
child to walk into the meshes of temp- 
tation, inflict an incurable disease up- 
on him, nor kill him in order to show 
his affection for the child,—no, not 
even to compel obedience. If not, how 
far removed from such inhumanity 
must be our heavenly parent to whom 
John refers 
as Love, and of whom 


James says, "Let no man say when 
he is tempted, I am tempted of God: 
for God cannot be tempted with evil, 
neither tempteth he any man." Other 
Biblical passages 
of similar import 


could bo cited: 
but 
the 
foregoing 


should be enough to convince any rea- 
sonable-minded person that God does 
not visit condemnation 
and punish- 


ment upon mankind. Obviously, He 
does not need to do so. Error will de- 
stroy itself so long- as one believes in 
the reality of the unreal. 


Furthermore,' the Bible tells us that 


Jesus came to do the will of the Fa- 
ther and to destroy the works of the 
devil. 
By studying the gospels, you 


will find that the Master spent most 
of his time liberating those who were 
in bondag'e to sin, disease, and death. 
If these errors were real,—that is, if 
they were of God, Jesus would have 
disobeyed God by destroying 
them. 


But the very fact 
that Jesus could 


and did destroy them proved beyond 
question or possibility of doubt thai 
God was not their author. True, God 
made all that was made, but the Bible 
tells us that He made it all good. Are 
sin, disease, and death good? Did you 
over hear anybody say he was glad to 
do wrong, to be sick, or to be in pain? 
Sin, 
disease, and death are not good, 


hence not of God; therefore the> are 
unreal, and you can begin rigui here 
and now to resist your own and the 
world's belief in them—a belief that is 
miscalled law, 
although there is no 


law. divine or human, behind it—and 
be free. 
Knowing the 
powerlessness 


of evil once its unreality is under- 
itood and opposed, the apostle wrote: 
Hesist the devil (evil), and he will 
flee from you." 


Indeed, if God were directly or indi(- 


rcctly responsible for evil, if He were 
in any way associated with human 
uffering, 
do you not 
see that tht- 


cries of mankind for relief would be 
useless and that Christian Science or 
any other method 
of treatment to 


which one might 
appeal 
for 
help 


would be illegitimate? 
If such were 


the case, none of us would have a 
right to get well, and we should not 
dare try, lest we 
be found lighting 


against God. 
But God docs not in- 


flict penalties for human ignorance of 
Him any more than the principle of 
music punishes the .student who, ow- 
ing to ignorance of the rules of har- 
mqny, ma.kes discords in his playing. 
Because the remedy for ignorance of 
anything is education, which destroys 
that ignorance, God's punishment for 
human ignorance of Him is not more 
ignorance in the form of sin, disease, 
and death, but loving enlightenment 
which destroys these errors and ush- 
ers in life, 
health, 
and 
happiness 


Mankind has only 
to be awakened 


spiritually to see both the unreality of 
evil by which it has been deceived ano 
the unchanging 
perfection of God's 


universe and the real man. Through 
this open door a disillusioned world 
will be only too glad to escape from 
evil and its torments.

Dr, Christian L, Lange Will 


Address Chapel Audience at 
10 O'clock 


Dr. Christian L. Lange, a member of 


the Norwegian parliament and one of 
Norway's representatives in the league 
of nations assembly since its beginning 
will speak to Lawrence students at 
the 10-o'clock chapel period Tuesday 
morning-, according to an announce- 
ment made Monday by Wilson S. Nay- 
lor, dean of the college. Dr. Lange is 
touring the United States giving lec- 
tures in colleges and universities un- 
der the direction of the Institute of 
International Education. He came to 
the United States to attend the world 
congress of the 
Inter-Parliamentary 


union in August. 


Dr. Lange was born in Norway in 


1SG9, and for a number of years he 
was a teacher and lecturer in that 
country. 
He was secretary of the 


Nobel peace committee of the Norwe- 
gian Parliament, and director of the 
Nobel institute at Oslo from its foun- 
dation in 1904 until 1909. In 1909 he 
shared the Nobel peace prize with 
Hjalmar Branting, the late Swedish 
prime minister. Etc represented Nor- 
way at the second Hague conference 
and has been secretary-general of the 
Inter-Parliamentary union since 1919, 
and at the same time has been hon- 
orary advisor on the history of the 
peace movement at Nobel institute. 


During the war Dr. Lange was in 


close touch with the various 
inter- 


parliamentary 
groups, 
and 
was 


among those who strove to effect an 
international organization for a last- 
ing peace at the Hague. At the close 
of the war he settled at Geneva as 
the head of the Inter-Parliamentary 
bureau with which 30 national groups 
are now affiliated. 
He is also an ac- 


tive member of the 
committees on 


disarmament, treaty of mutual assis- 
tance and the Geneva Protocol.

Hypertrichosis, as we doctors call 
it—incident- 


ally betraying at the outset our limited knowledge 
of the nature of tho diseas<|— is in English exces- 
sive growth of hair. Hypertrichosis affecting the 
scalp seldom becomes a health problem, except'in 
rare cases {rare nowadaysO 
where 
Mrs. 
Gamp 


opines that the clipping of a girl's hair will some- 
how conserve her strength or help her recover 
irom some illness, a superstition which uneducated 
people take seriously. 


It is when the face, neck, chest, back, arms or 


legs present a visible growth of hair—and when the 
normally visible down of a woman's skin takes on 
excessive growth it is pretty sure to show now- 
adays—that hypertrichosis becomes* a health prob- 
lem, 
primarily, and a beauty problem only second- 


arily. 


I repeat that we have no definite knowledge of 


the general or systemic,causes of this 
excessive 


growth of hair, further than the observation that 
is often associated with some ductless gland dis- 
turbance, particularly suprarenal gland deficiency 
and corpus luteum deficiency. 
There is no 
evi- 


dence however, that any special treatme'nt of the 
ductless grland's or with ductless hormones has any 
influence upon superfluous hair. Neither is there 
any evidence that the use of any particular cos- 
metic cream or grease is likely to cause the down

LET WELL ENOUGH ALONE 


The girl who discovers, on closely

her complexion, that her skin is covered with fine 
down, is "wise if she resists the moving- mag invita- 
tion to "destroy" the hair. A great army of! wo- 
men who have had bitter experience could assure 
her that it is far better to let well enough alone. 


Of course, there are various method's which may 


be used to remove superfluous hair, but only two 
known ways which will destroy it so that it will 
not grow out, again, and these two ways are by 
electrolysis (electric needle) 
and roentgen 
(X-ray) 


treatment. 
The X-ray 
treatment 
is 
not 
safe 


enough for cosfetio 
purposes 
and is 
therefore 


employed by physicians only for the destruction of 
limited growths of hair as in 
certain moles and 


sometimes in patches of ringworm. 


There is a tremendous amount 
of chicanery 


and humbug perpetrated by self styled beauty doc- 
tors, dermatologists and the like, in the treatment 
of superfluous hair with electrolysis or some form 
of X-ray or both. The woman who seeks 
honest 


treatment will 
submit such 
a problem 
to the 


reputable physician or surgeon, 
who 
may 
'not 


promise as much as the fakers do, but who 
will 


deliver the same standard of treatment which peo- 
ple generally receive from properly qualified doc- 
:ors. If the number of hairs 
to be destroyed is 


very large, the practical difficulties 
involved in 


this use of the electric needle make even modcr- 
rate success impossible unless the 
unlimited pa- 


tient and the physician both have 
unlimited pa- 


tience to persist in a prolonged and tedious cam- 
paign. There is, however, little risk 
of scarring 


from electrolysis in the hands of the trained phy- 
sician or surgeon, however unfortunate the victim 
of the blatant quack may be in this respect. 


Medical .skin specialists who have had experience 


in the use of X-ray for superfluous hair conclude 
that, if the exposures are kept within safe! limits 
the growth of hair is reduced in about half of tho 
cases treated, and that the method should be used 
only in extreme cases and with 
the full under- 


standing that improvement is altogether uncertain 
if the exposures are kept within 
the bounds of 


safety.

THE STEVENSON CBYPTOGRAM 


There is a book on the 
fall list, 


"The True Stevenson: 
A Study in 


Clarification," by George S. Hellman, 
that purports to throw an entirely 
new light on the secret life of the 
author of "Treasure Island." Wheth- 
er or not the. reader agrees with Mr. 
Ileliman's conclusions will depend on 
his attitude toward R. Li. S. and those 
who surrounded him during his crea- 
tive years. 


In blunt words, Mr. Hellman sug- 


gests that Stevenson was under the 
thumb of his wife and that during 
his later years he chafed under tho 
restraint and felt that he had sold 
his soul to the devil—the devil in this 
rase being Mrs. Stevenson whose in- 
tentions were entirely good and who 
wanted nothing so much as success 
for her husband. 
Only she wanted 


success 
as 
represented 
by 
fame, 


money, the world's good will; he want- 
ed to write as his artistic conscience 
dictated even when he should thereby 
forfeit the world's regard. 


The story has often been told of 


how Stevenson wrote a novel in the 
realistic manner about a street walk 
er which would have alienated his 
admirers who worshipped him as a 
romanticist and how Mrs. Stevenson, 
fearing for the safety of the Stoven- 
son legend, throw the manuscript into 
the fire. I "don't think authenticity 
of the. story has ever been positively 
established, but Mr. Hellman seems 
to believe in it. 


CRYPT SITOGKSTED 


Among the things Mr. Hellman has 


done in his new book is to suggest 
the existence of a. cryptogram in 
Stevenson's work. R. L. S., according 
1o Hellman, could not write what he 
nleased because of his family and .so 
he incorporated his sense of shame 
n'nd degradation in stories that on 
the surface are morn stories but that 
underneath are allegories of his own 
life, hoping that long aftcr^he was

dead the world would discover the real 
meaning of the stories. 
' 


There are several of what Mr. Hell- 


man calls "cue stories," because Stev- 
enson put the word "cue" into tho 
titles. This there is "The Waif Wo- 
man, A Cue—from a Saga." This was 
not published until 1916, two years 
after Mrs. Stevenson's death. 
Mr. 


Hellman asks why it was kept hidden 
by Mrs. Stevenson. 
His answer is 


that it was because the story would 
tell tho world too much in allegory 
from about Stevenson's bitterness at 
being- forced by his family to betray 
his artistic ideals. 


Much 
more familiar than 
"The 


Waif Woman" is "The Bottle Imp,", 
which Hellman also calls a 
"cue" 


story. It is- in reality ono of Steven- 
son's best known stories and was pub- 
lished during- his lifetime. 
However, 


its title in all the editions of Steven- 
son's work was merely "Tho Bottle 
Imp." 
Recently it ha.s been discover- 


ed, however, that Stevenson's original 
title for this story was "The Bottle 
Imp: a Cue From an Old Melodrama." 
The subtitle was

The autobiographi- 


cal character of the story Is not readi- 
ly seen and has never been pointed 
out, 
but Mr. Hellman draws quite an 


elaborate parallel between Stevenson's 
secret life and the narrative. 


AN APOLOGY 


He thinks Stevenson told his real 


thoughts In "The Bottle Imp," that in 
reality it constitutes an apology for 
his life. Just as.in the old days scion- 
tlats who made discoveries wore com- 
pelled to tell the world about them in 
allegories for fear that tho church 
would burn them at the stake, sc-i 
Stevenson was forced, according- to 
Hellman, to put his real thoughts in 
the farm of atitobiojjraphic.il allegory 
to pass the censorship of his wife. 


Tho theory is interesting-. Whether 


it is true is ciuitc another matter. 
There is a certain plausibility about 
it and it makes Stevenson a much 
more interesting human being than 
the legendary Stevenson who was only 
a kind of grownup edition of n. ro- 
mantic schoolboy. If the cryptogram 
theory is true Stevenson was 
not 


merely a romantic, with almost super- 
human courage; he was a suppressed 
realist who was suppressed only be- 
cause he was lacking- in courage. But 
that he understood his own degrada- 
tion is at least in his favor.
